Turkey trussed for roasting, $lb. of 
forcemeat, 4]b. of sausage meat, bacon 
rolls, small sausages. 

A young turkey has short - and 
smooth black legs; the feet should be 
limp and pliable and the flesh white and 
firm. A moderate sized bird (10lb. to 
141b.) will be the most satisfactory in 
every way, and will go comfortably into 
the gas oven. A turkey should hang 
for three or four days after it is killed. 
The sausag. meat is put into the crop ' 
and the forcemeat into the body of the 
bird. Two or three thin slices of fat 
bacon are skewered over the breast and 
tops of the legs. to prevent burning. 
The bacon should be removed about 20 
minutes before serving to allow’ the 
breast to brown. 

Light the gas in the oven about 15 


minutes before the bird is put in. Set 
the heat control dial as for roasting 
poultry. The bird should be weighed 


trussed ready for cooking, and the 
cooking time allowed should be 15 
minutes for each Illb. weight and 15 
minutes over for a small or. medium 
sized bird. <A very large bird will not 
require quite so long a time—about 12 
minutes to the lb 

The turkey is served with a garnish 
of a few small sausages and bacon rolls, 
The bacon rolls are made by rolling thin 
streaky ‘rashers and fastening them 
together on a skewer to cook. Sausages 
and bacon rolls can be grilled or cooked 
in a pan in the oven.

BRIGHTER DRESS 


VALUE OF VOCATIONAL 


EDUCATION

From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
ENNIS, Thursday. 


The Most Rev. Dr. Fogarty, Bishop of 
Killaloe, speaking in Ennis on Wednesday, 
made a plea for brighter dresses in Irish 
life, and expressed the hope that critics 
who knew nothing about vocational educa- 
tion, would leave it to the people who 
understood it and ‘“‘not be fouling the 
machine with their fads.’’ 

The Bishop, continuing, said that if they 
in Ireland could only get something that 
would provide a proper background for their 
folk dancing and music, it would be ail for 
the better. He wished that some artist 
would design a suitable dress for the Trish 
peasant which would bring more colour ito 
their lives. The Irish colleen had spoiled 
herself by throwing off the colleen’s dress 
and decking onal out in factory produc- 
tions which were utterly unsuited to her. 

Referring to vocational education, the 
Bishop said there was not a day they opened 
the newspapers but they would find a letter 
from some fellow. or other who had nothing 
to do with education finding fault with it. 
He wished that such letter-writers would 
leave education in the hands of’ the people 
who understood the subject. <A lot of people 
said vocational schools were no good because 
they were not being properly used. Accord- 
ing to such critics, they would be great 
centres if they got jobs across the water for 
the students. The great value of such 
schools, to his mind, was that they would 
train their boys and girls to fully live their 
own home life. 

Dealing with the future of rural Ireland, 
he said that his idea was to have the people 
in comfortable homes spread throughout the 
countryside. |

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A Battle of Giants 


The British Parliament rose yesterday 
for a short recess, and Mr. Winston 
Churchill took the opportunity to deliver 
one of his now famous statements on the 
progress of tlie war. The burden of his 
advice was: “ Go home and enjoy your 
holidays, but bear in mind that there is 
plenty of work, in addition to plenty of 
‘danger, ahead.” He did not hide his 
pleasure at the remarkable success of 
British arms in North Africa, where, 
according to every successive report, 
General Wavell is following up his initial 
thrust with speed and effectiveness. Bardia 
virtually is surrounded, and its fall, 
unless a miracle intervenes on the Italian 
side, appears to be a matter of hours. 
The British fairly may claim to have won 
a signal victory: not only have they 
captured many thousands of prisoners 
y already, with an exceedingly useful supply 
of artillery and tanks, but they have 
administered so salutary a check to 
Marshal Graziani’s plans that the Italian 
pressure on Egypt is bound to be relaxed 
for, at the least, several months. This 
news will help to brighten Christmas for 
the people of Great Britain. The Italian 
campaign represents the first offensive that 
they have taken since the war began, and 
its success must go a long way towards 
the strengthening of their self-confidence. 
Of confidence, indeed, there is no lack: 
The people of Great Britain have endured 
a terrible ordeal during the past few 
months; they have taken punishment such 
as, perhaps, has not fallen to the lot of 
any nation for hundreds of years, and it 
would be small discredit to them if 
murmurs were frequent, and if they felt 
that peace at any price was preferable to 
life under such nightly conditions. They 
have borne their lot, however, with almost 
‘incredible patience; all accounts agree 
that their will to resistance has been 
stiffened by every German bomb. Yet the 
effect of a decisive victory is likely to 
provide an added stimulus, and we cannot 
Churchill, who 
knows his people’s temper, dwelt on the 
African campaign for approximately half 
of his speech yesterday. At the same 
time—again, because he knows his people’s 
temper—he did not try to minimise the 
dangers that confront them or the amount 
of gruelling work to which they must set 
their hands. It was fashionable a few 
months ago to believe that the Germans 
would not attempt an invasion of Great 
Britain during the winter months. Mr. 
Churchill will have nothing to do with 
that easy belief. ‘‘It would be a very 
great ack of prudence,” he said, 
‘‘amounting to a crime, if vigilance were 
relaxed in our armies here at home, or if 
in any way it was assumed that the 
danger of invasion had passed.” Herr 
Hitler, after all, has achieved most of his 
successes through his habit of striking 
when and where hobody expected him to 
strike. | 

So long as that danger exists, Britain 
must maintain a gigantic army—by far 
the largest army that she ever has 
mobilised—in a state of constant vigilance. 
The creation of this army was in itself a 
task of tremendous magnitude; for Great 
Britain had neither the tradition of large 
standing armies nor, until little more 
than a year ago, a system of compulsory 
service. According to the Prime Minister, 
it is now in such a condition as to satisfy 
any demands that may be made upon it. 
Every beach, from the North of Scotland 
southwards, is defended, and behind the 
beaches there is a very large force which 
can move with great rapidity to any. spot 
that may be threatened. The invasion of 
England certainly is not a task that any 
enemy Power can contemplate lightly: 
the odds against success are: far longer 
than they were even during the summer. 
Much depends on the ability of the other 
fighting Services, of industry, and of agri- 
culture. to keep the huge garrison in 
fighting trim. England has become a 
monstrous unit—an enormous fighting 
machine in which every man and woman 
So far the brunt of the war 
has fallen upon the Royal Air Force, 
which not merely has done much to 
hamper the German preparations, but has 
been compelled to remain upon the alert 
night and day for the protection of its 
own country; and almost as severe a 
strain must have been imposed upon the 
Navy. Nevertheless, everybody is required 
to play his, or her, part. ‘‘ Every effort 
at abundant production,” says Mr. 
Churchill, “will be a step towards 
victory. ...« . What I say in respect of 
munitions applies with equal force to food 
production in all its forms.” Although 
Britain’s ‘‘ preparedness’’ has made almost 
unbelievable strides during the past year, 
she still has much leeway to make up 
befor8 she can equal her enemy in regard 
to equipment for war. The production of 
foodstuffs must be increased substantially, 
in order to release ships for the carriage 
of arms from America; the production of 
new ships must be hastened to repair the 
ravages of the German submarine cam- 
paign; new aircraft are a constant 
necessity. Neither Great Britain nor 
Germany has yet exerted her full strength, 
and before peace returns. it is possible 
that we shall witness a battle, or a series 
of battles, which will make everything 
that has happened appear, by comparison, 
like a street brawl. Germany must make 
the final attack beforé her war machine 


and Britain is gathering alb her strength 
to meet the shock. 
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The Christmas Carol

Christmas eve. Carolling must be among 
the oldest forms of music. According to 
Jeremy Taylor, the great seventeenth 


century Bishop of the Church of Ireland, 


it descends directly from the song which 
was sung by the heavenly host and which 
the shepherds heard as they watched their 
flocks on the plains of Bethlehem. The 
singing of carols at Christmas-time began 
as an imitation of that song. There is 
something, indeed, peculiarly fresh and 
unpremeditated about the ancient and 
medizval carols—as if they sprang from 
the heart spontaneous as a lark-song. It 
is difficult fo imagine the person who 
could just sit down and compose’a carol 
like any other piece of music. There are 
such people, of course, but their work too 
frequently bears the mark of manufacture 
upon it. It seldom has any of the deep 
devotion and wonderment: which breatho 
in those medieval poerfis. Is it that most 
men have lost the old simplicity of faith, 
or has art outgrown such simple forms ut 
expression? Has our idiom become too 
complicated, too* superiorly intellectual. 
to describe the faith of a child? If so, 
then our poets and musicians may turn 
their talents elsewhere; for their Musa 
will not sing carols. There have been, ot 
course, some exceptionally beautiful carols. 
written in recent years—notably. by 
Frances Chesterton and Walter de la 
Mare—but these writers have not chosen 
for their medium of expression the 
language of the twentieth century. They 
have adopted, consciously or uncon- 
sciously, the old Saxon wordings of the 
past, and they have captured much of the 
same magic of the old poems. Nowhere 
in these islands—and in the Church of 
England the singing of carols is a very 
high and hallowed tradition—has the 
interpretation of this Christmas music 
been developed to a more perfect art than 
in. St. Patrick's Cathedral, Dublin. 
Judged merely as “ performances,” these 
annual Carol Services have been for many 
years musical “events” in the Dublin 
calendar, and the present Dean, with Dr. 
George Hewson, as organist and choir- 
master—each of them an authority on the 
subject of carols—not “only has main- 
tained, but even has embellished, the 
traditions of  carol-singing in the 
cathedral. This week the Carol Services 
are being sung again in St. Patrick’s, as 
they are being sung in every Christian 
country, whether at war or still enjoying 
the blessings of peace. May their ancient 
message of peace and goodwill continue, 
even in these-dark days, to bring hope to 
the millions of people who have been like 
to lose both faith. and hope during this 
last terrible year! . i. 
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Stage under Stress 


The war has afíected all classes in 
England, and not least the actors, The 
black-out in the larger cities has made it 
madvisable—if not altogether impossible— 
for the majority of people to go to the 
theatre in the evénings, and many of the 
most important theatres, for that matter, 
have been the victims of German raids. 
Very few new films aro being made, and 
the average cinema programme consists 
mainly of re-issues. The possibilities of 
large-scale touring greatly have been 
reduced. Some actors and actresses have 
been lucky enough to be chosen to enter- 
tain the troops, but the others are finding 
it almost impossible to make a living at 
the present time. A few days ago we 
learnt that. the Birmingham Repertory 
Theatre is to.be closed for the duration 
of the war. This company always has 
been in the foreground of new ideas on 
the production of plays, and its temporary 
absence, no doubt, will be a grave set- 
back to the British stage. For their own 
salvation, on the other hand, several 
of the London companies have resorted 
to various means to overcome the obstacles 
which war is placing in their path. The 
lunch-time theatre and ballet already have 
been discussed in this newspaper, and 
these forms of entertainment—as well as 
the lunch-time concerts in the National 
Gallery—seem to be achieving much 
success. Most of the companies seem to 
have realised that in war-time the theatre 
must give shows during the day; but, 
even so, the life of the English actor in 
these times is by no means an easy one. 
Even those who have been lucky enough 
to have been chosen to entertain the 
troops have not had it all their own way. 
We read of one company which travelled 
to an engagement in a motorised horse- 
box—the modern version of the car of 
Thespis—and then were obliged to act in 
a stable. This company was touring under 
the auspices of the Y.M.C.A., and the 
play which it was taking so much trouble 
to perform was Mr. P. G. Wodchouse’s 
‘‘Good-morning, Bill.” The report says 
that this company visits a big eamp and 
plays in comfort, and at other times it 
plays in any available building. While 
it is better to act in a stable than to be 
out of work, it must be hoped—and pre- 
sumed—that something will be done. to 
lighten the actor’s lot. The entertainment 
of the public—especially of the troops—is 
by no means the least important part. of a 


nation’s war effort. |

' In a leading article to-day The Times re- 
marks :—Parliament adjourned yesterday for 
Christmas, but,.not, as the Prime Minister 
was careful to point out in his statement 
on the war, for any relaxation of the 
national effort. Yet although there can be 
no pause his speech clearly expressed his sense 
that the end of the year 1940 finds us past 
an important turning point on our uphill 
ath and looking AER Sn further progress. 
t is only .$ix months since we were fg iting 
what seemed to many of our best friends 
a desperate fight for bare survival. To-day, 
in its broadest linés, our strategic position 
is still one of defence. We are still a half- 
armed nation fighting a well-armed nation— 
a fully armed nation, a nation which has 
already passed the saturation point in tts 
armaments. But in the course of 1941 we 
shall become a well-armed nation, too, and 
that will open possibilities to us which have 
not been opened up to the present. ae 

In other words, we are now within 
measurable distance ‘of that point of the war 
at which we may hope to seize the principal 
initiative and challenge the enemy to defend 
himself if he can. e will not be forced to 
that reversal of róles without making a 
formidable bid to hold and drive home -the 
advantage of the offensive... . The danger 
of invasion has not passed. The winter season 
offers some advantages to an invader to 
counterbalance those which belong to the 
summer season, and since the enemy well 
knows that a blow capable of winning the 
war ¢an be struck nowhere else than in 
these islands, and that the; longer he waits 
the more his advantages of numbers and 
equipment slip from him, it remains 
supremely urgent for the whole nation to be 
prepared to receive his onslaught, whether in 
the spring or to-morrow or to-night. 

At the present phase of the war, then, the 
enemy’s offensive bilities are very far 
from exhaustion. On the other hand, we 
ourselves have passed decisively beyond the 
stage of mere defence, and, in assuming the 
offensive on a large scale in one theatre of 
war, have started a process that should in 
time transform our whole strategy.

It may now be stated that among the 
buildings bombed im: London are Norfolk. 
House, in St. James’s square, formerly the 
residence of the Dukes of Norfolk, and the 
Strand Palace Hotel, which has some 
nasty scars in its long white facade. It 
is interesting to note, however, that the. 
bombing did not interfere with business, 
and that the staff carried on their work 
in the calmest manner possible, the 
comfort of very few visitors being dis- 
turbed by the attack. Lambeth Palace, 
the London home of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, has-also suffered slightly from 
a bomb, as did a number of working-class 
dwellings in its neighbourhood. A famous 
club-house has suffered a similar fate; it 
stands a ruin of bare walls and gaping 
window frames. Yet another place te 
suffer is the Imperial Service College near 
Windsor. 


Evacuation of Children 


Already inquiries about evacuation of. 
children: to Eire have been forthcoming, 
and they will be more numerous after 
next week. Conditions are not quite the 
same as those applicable to the sending 
of children to the evacuation areas in 
Britain. In the latter case it is merely 
necessary for the parents to register with 
the local education authorities, and after 
that all the necessary steps are taken by 
the municipal councils, who arrange for 
the children to be conducted to country 
districts, where they are placed in billets 
under the authority of the local. councils 
of the area to which they are sent. In 
the case of Eire, it is necessary for the 
parents to arrange for the accommodation 
of their children, and this will restrict 
the number that may be sent. It will 
enable people with relations or friends in 
Eire to send their children there, how- 
ever, and it is possible that many of the 
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children of Irish descent who still remain 
in vulnerable places in Britain will be in 
Eire before long. 7 


Tea and Sugar Rations 


' The people. of Britain have been giy 

increased rations of tea and inas” thie 
week, a Christmas gift hailed with delight 
in many a household. Strict economy in 
the use of these commodities by the Food 
Ministry is essential, though it is known 
that .China’s exports of tea between 
January and August this year amounted 
to. 65,000,000 pounds, as compared with 
29,000,000 pounds in the corresponding 
period of 1 The reason for this great 
advance in exports was the increase in 
shipments to Hong -Kong, | totalling 
48,000,000 pounds, as against 14,000.000 
in the corresponding eight months of 1939. 
China in 1938 exported 90,000,000 pounds 
of tea of all kinds, 'an exceptionally big 
total compared with the average exports 
of previous years. Most of this year’s 
exports is for the use of the British 
Empire, and is a very welcome additjon 
to the teas produced by British growers. 


Air-raid Shelters 


Some definite arrangements are being 
made at last regarding the use of public 
air-raid shelters in London. Throw 
quarters of the accommodation will be 
reserved for ticket-holders, and the ro- 
mainder will be available for people who 
may be caught in the streets during a 
raid. The Air Raid Precautions con: 
trollers and chief wardens are to be given 
the task of distributing the tickets. In 
the Westminster area the shelter marsha!s 
will have the responsibility of seeing that 
the right me receive the tickets, and 
that people who have been provided with 
an Anderson shelter are not given tickets 
for public shelters. It is hoped that befora 
long places will be so provided that every 
pe may have a shelter as near to his 

ome as possible. 
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Arms for the L.S.F. 


It is now a matter of common know- 
ledge—having been mentioned in public 
by An Taoiseach and other members of 
the Defence Council—that a considerable 
supply of rifles has arrived for the use of 
the L.S.F. 

They are of American make, take .300 
ammunition (of which, I am told, a 
healthy quantity has been imported), are 
somewhat longer than the service Lee- 
Enfield, approximately two pounds heavier, 
and fitted with peep-sights. A member 
of the L.S.F. who has examined one of 
them tells me that they are very comfort- 
able to handle, that a very fine sight can 
be obtained, and that the added weight 
makes little or no difference. 

They raise one interesting problem. This 
new rifle’s magazine is entirely enclosed 
within the stock, unlike the magazine on 
the Lee-Enfield, which projects at least a 
couple of inches. The difference is due 
to—or, for all that I know, may be the 
result of—the different methods of carry- 
ing a rifle at the slope that are employed 
here and in America. 

If you have ever seen an American 
soldier cither in the flesh or on the films, 
you must have noticed that he carries his 
rifle with the butt, as it were, per- 
pendicular to the ground. Qur own 
soldiers carry them with the magazine 
outwards—that is to say, with the butt 
parallel to the ground. 

H may happen that the American method 
will prove more comfortable with’ the new 
American riftes, in view of this lack of a 
projecting magazine. 


ACr. Guy ACurchie 


The other day. I had the pleasure of 
meeting Mr. Guy Murchie, a member of 
the London staff of the Chicago Tribune, 
who is paying a short visit to Iteland. 
Murchie considers himself one of the 
luckiest men alive. A hotel in which he 
was staying was bombed, but he escaped 
with a comparatively slight injury. 

It was in Dover that this incident 
occurred. He was in a fourth floor room 
with another journalist and two naval 
officers on a bright afternoon a couple of 
months ago, when a 550lb. bomb struck the 
hotel and threw the whole party down 
through ‘the wrecii building. The two 
officers were kille# and Murchie received 
a wound on the right leg, while the fourth 
member of «the “party was uninjured. 
Murchie’s minfature camera survived the 
‘raid and was undamaged. 

Mr. Murchie’s first telegram to his 
London headquarters announcing his safe 
arrival in Dublin added an appreciative 
comment about the amount of butter. he 
was having on his bread. 


The Pleasures of Sport 


With no intention of. reflécting upon 
the abilities of our Sporting Department, 
I suggest that. sports reporting is not 
what it was. 

Recently I have been browsing through 
an old volume of The Sporting itagaeine, 
to my slight profit, but certainly to my 
considerable delight. The correspondents 
allowed. themselves a great deal of licence, 
and, apparently, the sub-editors were not 
the hard, unromantic persons that exercise 
sub-editorial functions to-day. 

In a report of the Royal Irish Yacht 
Club Regatta of July, 1834, for example, 
the writer states that “the rain and haze 
made the. harbour at least sad and 
gloomy ” ; and more than one yacht-loving 
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biped sighed as he\repeated the well-known 
lines of Addison— \ 

The dawn is overcast, the mornmg lowers, 

And heavily in clouds brings on the day, 

The great, the important day, big with fate 

Of . . . all our hopes and pleasures. 

“ Notwithstanding all these ominous fore- 
bodings,” he proceeds, “ thé ar our of our 
spirited neighbours. was not\damped . ...

commencement of a festival, which was, 
in the sky and on the waters, unquestion- 
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ably aquatic on this dar.” 


At Newmarket \ 


I do not think that anyone could guess 
that the following is the opening of a 
report of the Newmarket July meeting of 


1854 :— 

“Of all the gods and goddesses,”’ says 
Cowslip in the Agreeable Surprise, 
‘‘cive me a nice roast duck’’: and is not 
every man entitled to a choice as little 
obnoxious to challenge as the savoury 
dairy-maid. 

After that we ‘‘ get to the horses, for 
the report goes on: 

“To the spruce citizen and’ coquettish 

fcitizeness, ‘all smile and essence like Sir 

Bergamot’ accord their .own peculiar 
Epsom, with its Derby, Oaks and feuz-de- 
joie of Champagne artillery. To the 
Order Corinthian, predominant in St.

The writer lightly sketches the special 
appeal of Goodwood and Heaton Park and 
then completes the circle so mysteriously 
begun’ with: Newmarket! Thou art my 
nice roast duck; and when, as now, thou 
smokest upon the platter, shall I not sit 
down to thee. 

That was an entertaining form of report- 
ing, but nowadays the only people who 
would dare to attempt it are apprentices 
fresh from school, and, let me say, they 
would not “ get away with it.’”

A few days ago some young friends of 
mine were discussing the play they would 
do for Christmas this year. These enter- 
prising young people give bi-annual per- 
formances for the entertainment of tho 
grown-ups. |

BOMBED AND 


MACHINE: |

THIRD OFFICER 


KILLED WHILE 
AT HIS GUN 


THE L.M.S. mail boat Cambria was 

bombed* and machine-gunned 
by a ’plane on Wednesday morning, 
forty minutes after she had left 
Dun Laoghaire, on her way to Holy- 
head, with over fifty passengers. 

The third officer, William Jones 
(29), a native of Wales, was killed 
by a bullet, and one of the passen- 
gers, a young girl, received a slight 
wound. The latter, however, was 
able to proceed on her journey from 
Holyhead after being attended on 
board the boat. 


Other passengers and the members of the 
crew, having taken cover below decks, 
escaped injury, but were rather severely 
shaken by the concussion of the bomb explo- 
sions.: Throughout the attack the ship’s light 
anti-aircraft gun crew replied vigorously to 
the raider’s fire. é 

The Cambria was just off the Kish light- 
ship, at about.9.30 a.m., and about eighteen 
miles out from Dun Laoghaire, when the 
‘plane approathed her. 


FOUR BOMBS MISSED 


It was entirely due to the coolness and 
capability of Captam Marsh, who, at the 
critical moment, swung the Cambria hard to 
port, that a stick of four bombs from the 
attacker missed the vessel. The bombs 
dropped sixty feet away, causing such terrific 
concussion that the fifty odd passengers 
thought that the ship had been struck. After 
circling the Cambria, the ’plane, diving low, 
traversed the ship fore and aft, raking her 
with machine-gun fire. When the ’plane dived 
the anti-aircraft gun crew lay flat on the deck. 
A machine-gun bullet struck the third officer, 
who had been in charge of the gun crew. An 
artery in the back of his leg was severed, and 
he bled copiously while the attack continued. 
When the ‘plane made off he got up and 
walked forward towards the bridge, where 
he collapsed, and died shortly afterwards 
from loss of blood. Jones was an extremely 
popular officer, and was well known in Dun 
Laoghaire. 

Heavy superficial damage was caused to 
the vessel. The ventilators, funnel and life- 
boats were riddled with holes, some of which 
were as big as a person’s fist. One of the 
ventilators was cut clean off from the base. 

When the Cambria returned to Dun 
Laoghaire yesterday afternoon she bore few 
signs of her recent struggle. Her captain 
refused to make any statement to an /rish 
J'imes reporter, who noticed that débris 
still littered the decks in some places. 

One of the features of Wednesdavy’s attack 
was that not one of the seven men who 
operated the gun throughout the raid were 
injured, although bullets were falling all 
around them. One bullet smashed through 
into the First Mate’s cabin and shattered a 
clock. 

Of the bombs that straddled the Cambria 
one fell on the starboard side of the ship

HITLER’S GIGANTIC POWER 


We must remember that Herr Hitler—l 
should’ certainly deprecate any comparison 
with Herr ‘Hitler and Napoleon: I do not 
wish. to insult the dead—at any rate, this 
man wields’ gigantic power, and is capable of 
wielding it in a ruthless manner, and he has 
a great. need of doing something now or soon 
—at any rate, in the next few .months—a 
great. need of doing so, When the war began 
he ‘had: his plan all. ready for Poland, and he 
doubted whether Britain and France would 
cotne in, or, if;they came in, would persist ; 
and when he destroyed Poland he found him- 
self faced with the war effort of Britain and 
France. ‘He waited: a long time in complete 
quiescence, as it seemed. | 

Then ‘he struck a ‘terrible series of blows 
which shattered France, and thought that the 
fall’ of France would involve the fall of 
Britain ; bút it did not turn out that way, but 
turned ‘out differently. We must suppose that 
he is making different plans, directed particu- 
larly to “our benefit and our address, and, 
therefore, Iam using this opportunity of 
stressing that the House should urge not only 
vigilance, but increasing effort of all, who- 
ever they may be, and we are not afraid of 
any blow that may: be struck at us, but we 
must make unceasing preparations. 


ATTACKS BY AIR 


The attacks in.the air have slackened some- 
what, I suppose because of the weather, but 
they .might easily have been slackened in 
preparation for some other form ‘of activity. 
I neéd hardly say that every method of deal- 
ing with.air fighting by night is being studied 


of extremely able and brilliant scientists and 
ofhcers..

More Planes, Guns 
and Tanks 


CONTRACTS FOR 60 
NEW SHIPS 


——¢— 


SWIFT developments were reported 
last night following President 
Roosevelt’s “go ahead ' message 
to the British Government. The 
British Purchasing Commission were 
authorised to negotiate the new war 
contracts, but not to sign until Con- 
gress had, acted on the President's 
plans. 

A Washington message stated that 
Britain is seeking to secure 12, 
additional American ‘planes, be- 
tween 2,000 and 2,500 more tanks, 
and additional guns and ammuni- 
tion. 


THE FIRST CONTRACT 


The new Congress assembles early in 
January, and will be given President 
Roosevelt's plan to lend. war material . to 
Britain as soon as it meets, said a Press 
Association War Special from Washington 
last night. Mr. Morgenthau, Secretary of 
the Treasury, said that the first contract in 
the new programme would be for 60 vessels. 
He added that the British were going to pay 
cash for these ships, and would not await 
Congressional approval of the President's

an. 

Mr. Morgenthau declined to say how much 
the new British contracts would total, or to 
comment on reports that the figure might be 
$3,000,000,000. He showed the reporters a 
sheaf of closely-typed documents, which, he 
said, was a list the British had submitted of 


their military requirements. 
FIFTY MILLION DOLLARS 


Mr. Morgenthau said: “ The British have 
prepared a list, which I received this morn- 
ing, of the orders that have been cleared with 
our Army and Navy and with the National 
Defence Commission. I have been authorised 
by the President to tell them to go ahead, up 
to the point of signing:the contracts.” 

Mr. Morgenthau described the 60 merchant- 
men as vessels 410 feet long, of 9,500 tons, 
making 10 to 11 knots. He said he did not 
know what the ultimate cost would be, but 
that the British had already put aside 50 
million dollars for them in cash. 

The Secretary said he understood that the 
vessels would cost about $1,250,000 each, and 
take about a year to build. The contracts 
for their comstruction were incomplete as yet. 

President Roosevelt, Mr. Stimson, the 
Secretary of War, and Colonel Knox, Secre- 
tary of the Navy, together with the Assistant 
Secretaries of their respective departments, 
yesterday discussed a proposal to establish a 
“ High Command’ to speed up the Amert- 
can defence programme, it was disclosed. 
Mr. Stephen Early, the President’s Secre- 
tary, said that this ‘‘ High Command ' might 
consist of Mr. Stimson, Colonel Knox, and 
Mr. Knudson, Chairman of the National De- 
fence Commission. This was one of at 
least four or five plans which were being 
considered in relation to whether any re- 
alignment of the defence programme was 
necessary, he said. 


GETTING READY 


Referring to future British orders, Mr. 
Early said :—‘‘ Everybody agrees and admits 
that time is of the essence.’’ 

The President and other officials, he said, 
hope that Britain will determine her needs, 
so that a minimum of time will be lost 
between now and when the Congress is asked 
to approve President Roosevelt's lease and 
lending programme. ‘‘ They will go ahead 
and get everything ready for the signing of 
the contracts.’’—(Press Association War 
Special.) :

SHORT NIGHT “ ALERTS ”

The London area last night had its first 
“‘alert’’ since Monday night. It came 
fairly early, and was punctuated by periods 
of heavy gunfire, above which could be 
heard the drone of aircraft, says the Press 
Association. Flares were dropped in one 
London area, but the atmosphere nullified 
their effect. The “alert’’ was of short 
duration. 

Raiding ’planes are believed to have been 
over towns in East Anglia and the West of 
England last night. 
About a dozen ‘planes which passed over 
a south coast district in a northerly direc- 
tion were heavily engaged bv anti-aircraft 
gunners. It was the first time that the 
hatteries had been in action in this district 
for some days. 

Terrific sgunfire met aeroplanes over a 
town in the south-east district, Half-a-dozen 
high explosive bombs were dropped, and 
several incendiaries caused fires, which were 
soon put out. One house was demolished. 
The extent of the casualties is not vet 
known. : 
Raiding ‘planes are believed to have been 
over Liverpool and a town in the North- 
West of England, but no incidents are re- 
ported.

‘Tinned and dried provisions 
are purchased in bulk for the whole Navy, 
and supplies are drawn from reserves held in 
various parts of the United Kingdom. In the 
case of the Army and the Air Fotce, the 
sources from which food is provided vary with 
a number of different factors, and it is essen- 
tial that, apart from questions of quantity 
and economy, the supply system should be 
elastic. If Sir Ronald will inform me of any 
particular .case where local fresh produce, 
available in the necessary quantity and 
quality, and at economical prices, is not 
being utilised for the forces, I will look into 
the matter.

“I do not think,” said Mr. Keegan, “ that 
there is any doubt that the general standard 
for a boy who enters a secondary school is 
much lower than it was 20 years ago.” It 
had been customary to blame compulsory 
Irish, but he thought that compulsory. Irish 
was not the villain of the piece at all, 
although it had some effect. The trouble 
really was that the average boy to-day at 
home did not even read the penny dreadful. 
Nothing could make up for the lack of read- 
ing, which was the only way in which a boy 
could become acquainted with his language. 
He would ask parents to persuade their boys 
to read, even to the extent of curtailing 


1 their visits to the cinema. 


In St. Patrick’s they had always tried to 
have Irish taught in the best possible man- 
ner. He regretted that the marking of Irish 
papers in examinations had stiffened a lot in 
recent years, and he believed that the Govern- 
ment should give teachers effective oppor- 
tunities of improving their standard of know- 
ledge of the language. If a teacher took 
courses of lessons in the language he did ‘so 
at his own expense, and he thought that 
some money should be expended in giving 
grants to teachers to undertake studies. 

The Rev. Canon Oulton, D.D., who pre- 
sented the prizes, said that the school had a 
very fine tradition in musical art, and the 
excellence of St. Patrick’s Choir lay in the 
fact that they were building on that tradi- 
tion. He contrasted the favourable position 
their school choir held with that of cross- 
Channel choirs, many of which had to be 
disbanded owing to the war. 

The Very Rev. D. F. R. Wilson, Dean of 
St. Patrick’s, occupied the chair. The’ Rev. 
E. Owen, B.A., Succentor, gave an account 
of choral activities during the year.

ARCHBISHOP OF TUAM

“Owing to the sound and prudent, policy of 
our Government, this country is at, peace, and 
it is the dutv of every citizen—each in his 
own sphere—to secure that this happy state 
of things will remain, said the Archbishop of 
Tuam, speaking in Tuam yesterday. 

It would be noticed, Archbishop Walsh 
said, that there were certain difficulties about 
supplies. They would learn that they were 
only at the beginning of their troubles, and 
later all would be compelled to suffer many 
inconveniences, 

“It. seems to me,” said Archbishop Walsh, 
“that every thinking person. both young and 
old, must reach one conclusion—the absolute 
necessity of self-control in every direction— 
the sooner all realised this necessity agd act 
the better for the nation. This lesson was 
never so necessary as at present. We have 
too many who are bewitched by the craze for 
excessive amusement; often the money that 
is necessary for the education and upbringing 
of the family is spent on joy rides and 
pictures and luxuries that are not good cither 
for soul or body. 


LIVING BEYOND MEANS 


“The worst feature of this mad craze is 
that so many people nowadays are living 
beyond their means. Not so long ago in this 
country justice and a sense of decen¢y pre- 
vented the ordinary man from contracting 
debts he could not pay. Now, many have 
go far forgotten their sense of morality that 
they are spending on useless luxuries and 
pleasures the money that ought to be used to 
pay their debts. 

‘These spendthrift votaries of pleasure,” 
continued the Archbishop, ‘‘are not the decent 
poor, but in many cases they belong to classes 
who could live comfortably if they lived with- 
in their means, and who, from their position 
and influence, ought to give better example.” 


BERTRAND SCHOOL

A SUCCESSFUL YEAR 


“ Education is not only for a career; it is 
for life,” ‘said the headmistress of Bertrand 
School, Miss A. H. Burn, M.A., at the annual 
distribution of prizes in 8&t. George’s Hall, 
Temple street, Dublin, last night. ‘It is a 
religious pursuit, putting the spiritual before 
the material. It is effective thinking, which 
evolves our whole personality; for the 
manner in which we think, and what we call 
character, is the outcome of our creed. True 
education breeds power to be content with 
little, if that little is good, but it breeds dis- 
content with a tawdry civilisation.” 

No matter what may be said to the 
contrary, said Miss Burn, examinations are a 
test of mental training. They are by no 
means a complete test, however, and at the 
Bertrand School every child is given a stan- 
dard test from which her “ intelligence 
quotient " can be found. 

Miss Burn said that it had come as an 
unpleasant surprise when the Department of 
Education informed all secondary schools that 
owing to the national emergency certain 
grants had been reduced. The science grant— 
the only one which affected Bertrand School 
—had been reduced by 23 per cent., but there 
had also been a severe reduction of the grant 
to schools which taught through the medium 
of Irish. 

“ Our classrooms are full,” said the head- 
mistress, ' our dormitories full, and the 
isolation room, known to boarders as the 
‘ sick room,’ has remained empty during the 
whole year. The health of the girls is excel- 
lent. Properly ventilated classrooms and 
dormitories, good food and outdoor exercises 
are our secret weapons against microbes.”’ 

The examination results, which Miss Burn 
read, showed a high percentage of passes.. 
One pupil, Gladys Vierhout, received second

rawing Examination. 

Prizes were presented by Mrs. H. G. Forde.

According to the American Correspondent, 
Italy can send troops into Albania by air, 
and has, in fact, being doing so. In .his 
connection the air line from Rome to 
Barcelona has been suspended for some weeks, 
in order that the Ala Littoria machines may 
be used for transporting troops. 


FLEETS OF 'PLANES 


According to an Associated Press message 
from Struga, Yugoslavia, fleets of huge 
German ‘planes were reported to-night +o 
be flying across the Adriatic with Italian 
reinforcements, in an effort to halt the 
advancing Greek armies. They were placing 
Italian troops down at the points where the 
Greeks were exerting the greatest pressure. 


CIVILIAN ’PLANES 
BASLE, Thursday. 


The newspaper, Ze Democrat, of Delemont, 
reported to-day “from a good source in 
Zurich”’ that merchandise and civilian 
traffic had been suspended on the Brenner 
line to permit the passage of German divi- 
sions on their way to Italy. This report 
could not be confirmed from other sources. 

According to another report, the Germans 
were reported to have been seen early this 
week heading south through the Brenner 
Pass and embarking at Trieste. The Trieste 
concentration, according to this report, was 
estimated at one division. 

The Columbia broadcasting system in 
New York yesterday earlier reported from 
Belgrade that authoritative sources had stated 
that German troops were concentrated. in 
Taranto, “and a certain number are in 
Turin.’’—(The Associated Press. )

INQUEST ON TWO VICTIMS 


RESUMED 
— 
An inquest was held by Dr. D. A. Mac- 


Erlean, Dublin City Coroner, and a jury 
yesterday or Michael M. Branagan (20), of 
139 Rathgar road, Dublin. and John William 
Maher, (22), of 36 South Circular road, two 
of the six people: killed in the collision 
between a G.N.R. omnibus and a private car 
near Balbriggan on 14th July last. 

The inquest had been adjourned pending 
investigations by the Attorney-General. The 
Coroner announced yesterday that no crimi- 
nal proceedings were to be taken. 

Dr. W. Lyster, Jervis street Hospital, 
stated at the inquest proceedings last July 
that death in both cases was due to shock 
and hemorrhage following fracture of the 
skull. 

The jury yesterday found a verdict of 
death in accordance with the medical evi- 
dence and exonerated the omnibus driver 
from all blame. 


CAR OCCUPANTS KILLED 


All six occupants of the private car were 
killed. §Inquests on the other four were 
completed some time ago, 

Volunteer George Austin, who was a 
passenger in the omnibus at the time 
of the accident, said that as they came 
near Rowans he noticed suddenly the 
headlights of an oncoming car rush- 
ing towards them, and he did not think 
an accident could be avoided. The car 
seemed to be travelling on the crown of the 
road. The vehicles collided and he (witness) 
climbed out of the ‘bus through the emer- 
gency door, which had been torn off. 

Acting Corporal J. Plowman, 
passenger in the ’bus, said that the 
‘bus was well on its own side of the 
road. The oncoming. car, with which 
the "bus came into collision, seemed to 
be travelling fast on the crown of the road. 
The. lights of the car appeared so suddenly 
that he presumed it had come round a bend. 

Mr, E. Meyland Smith, of Cement, Ltd., 
driving 
about a hundred yards behind the 'bus when 
the accident occurred, said that he did not 
see any lights ahead. He presumed that the 
car which struch the “bus either had no 
lights or else the small parking lamps. He 
thought he should have noticed headlights. 
There was a flast- of light, like an explosion, 
and the ‘bus swerving over as if to run 
into the ditch, and stopped dead. The ‘bus, 
he thought, would have been travelling be- 
tween 25 and 30 miles per hour when the 
accident occurred. The ‘bus was as far 
over on its own side of the road as it safely 
could travel. : 
Sergeant P. J. Walsh, of Balbriggan, said 
that when he arrived at the scene of the 
accident he found the road strewn with in- 
jured soldiers and civilians, who were receiv- 
ing first aid and medical attention. In the 
car were two men, Thomas Mullen and John 
Warren. They were both dead. Lying on 
the side of the road he saw two dead women, 
whose names were Veronica Davitt and 
Norah O’Donoghue. 

William Bird, Ballygarth, Junianstown, the 
conductor of the 'bus, said that there were 
56 passengers in the ’bus at the time. About 
twenty of them were soldiers returning to 
camp. He had been with the driver, 
Patrick McGuimness, all day and knew that 
he had had no intoxicating drink. 

Mrs. Ellen Hoey, of Northlands Hotel, 
Bettystown, said that there had been a party 
at her hotel that evening of members of the 
Junior Aviation Club. She saw the big car 
(which was involved later in the accident), 
drive away from the hotel at about 11.20. 
None of the patty had been supplied with 
any intoxicating liquor. | 

Mr. Sean Ryan, solicitor, represented. the 
Great Northern Railway Company; Mr.

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DERRY YOUTHS’ 
CLASH WITH 
DETECTIVES 


SHOOTING AT HOUSE 
AGENT’S OFFICE 
DESCRIBED 


— 


The story of a shooting affair outside a 
house agent’s office in Derry City when, in 
gathering dusk, shots were exchanged between 
detectives and two armed men, was related 
at a Special Court in Derry yesterday, when 
Captain Bell, R.M., returned for trial in 
custody to the Assizes Patrick Joseph 
Hegarty, 41 Walker's place, and James Duffy, 
23 Lecky road, both aged 18. 

The two youths were charged with having 
firearms and ammunition with intent to 
endanger life, cause serious damage to pro- 
perty, and conspiring to rob John A. Doherty, 
house agent, Newmarket street. Hegarty was 


turther charged with shooting at Detective. 
Sergeant Thomas Carson with intent to 
murder. 


Detective Sergeant Carson said he and other 
detectives on the evening of 22nd November 
saw vhe accused youths hanging about New- 
market street and he became suspicious of 
them. He saw them later stopped convenient 
to the door of Mr. O'Doherty s office. They 
remained a few mmutes, and then walked into 
the hallway. Witness and other constables 
crossed to the door, and when within about 
ten yards he saw the accused youths coming 
towards the door. Hegarty, who was first, 
had a Webley revolver in his hand. When he 
saw witness he tried to conceal the revolver. 
He then walked out of the doorway. Witness 
called on him to halt. He ran a few paces 
and witness followed him. 

Hegarty then turned round and pointed the 
revolver in witness’s directfon and fired one 
shot at about six yards’ distance. He then 
®: peared to turn away, and witness fired one 
shot and Hegarty fell. They took the revolver 
and ca:ried Hegarty into O’Doherty’s door- 
way, and there witness saw Constable Reilly 
with Duffy at the point of his revolver. 

Later, at the Victoria Barracks, Duffy, 
questioned about the revolver and ammuni- 
tion found o. him, said: “I don’t wish to 
say anything about it. Its mine. I just 
thought I would like to have ‘a rod,’ and 


got it.” 

R.M.—A what! 

Detective Sergeant Carson—It is an 
Amerivun gangster expression. ‘‘A rod” 


means a revolver Later, continued witness, 
Duffy said: “I had no monev, and I in- 
tended getting some.’’ Asked where he 
intended getting it, he replied in the rent 
office. I then said to him that Doherty 
might not have handed over the money, and 
Duffy replied: ‘‘If Doherty had turned a 
word on me I would have shot him.” 

Detective Constable Reilly said that when 
Duffy came out of Doherty’s hallway, he 
saw him put his hand to his hip pocket. 
Witness rushed towards him and put the 
point of his revolver to Duffy’s body and 
ordered him to put up his hands. He 
searched Duffy and found an Enfield re- 
volver in his hip pocket. 

John A. Doherty said there were large 
sums of money at times in his office. e 
was unaware of commotion or attempted 
robbery until a Detective went to his office 
to ‘phone. , 

Detective Constable McPhillips said there 
seemed only about one second between each 
of the two revolver shots. 

Mr. Patrick Maxwell. M.P., who defended, 
applied fof bail, and said the accused youths 
had never been in trouble before. They had 
lost their employment because of the war. 

Captain Bell said he would not feel safe 
‘in granting bail.

A paper entitled “ Precantions Against 
Fires in Electricity Stations’? was read b: 
Mr. P. G. Boyd, of the E.S.B., at a meeting 
of the Irish Centre of the _ Institution 
Electrical Engineers, held in the Physic: 
Laboratory, Trinity College, Dublin, veste: 
day. 

The lecturer said that a serious fire in 


an electricity station fortunately only occurre: 
on an average of about one hundred year: 
In Ireland the record of the Electricity Supp! 
Board was very good. With regard to tran 
formers, although nearly nalf a million k.\ 
of large transformers were installed, there 
had not been so far a single fire in any larg 
transformer. 

The main fire risks in electricity stations 


arose from (1) oil-filled circuit breake 
current and potential transformers ; (2) oi 
filled power transformers and certain oil-filled 
earthing resistances or are suppression Co}! 
Lesser risks were the ‘lubricating oil system 
on steam turbines; impregnated’ paper or 


rubber insulation of cables; winding faults on 
commutators or slip-ring flashovers on rotary 


machines; lightning strokes on either in- 
coming H.T. overhead - lines or on high 
chimneys, and spontaneous combustion vt 
coal. =e 
To reduce fire risks all insulating materiais, 
oil, porcelain, bakelite, etc., should be kept 


clean and regular insulation tests made. All 
plant should be kept in proper mechanical 
condition to prevent failure of plant winie 
in service. The best safeguards against 
fires was to instal adequate automatic elec- 
trical felay protection. Basiaver, as there wis 
even then a very small risk of fire occurrin; 
it was necessary in the case of specially im 
portant plant. to instal automatic fire extin- 


guishing equipment.

From 92 Entries to Over 
' One Thousand

[’ is not necessary to study the records of rn success of the North Kilkenny Cup, 


“Stonehenge’’ on coursing in order to 

appreciate the extraozdinary expansion of 
the sport in this country. A cursory glance 
through the Coursing Calendar compiled by 
Mr. Lamonby as recently as 1914 ought to 
suffice. There was then no Irish Coursing 
Club. The sport was managed for the 
National Coursing Club by the Irish Sub- 
Committee, 

I find that of ‘‘the principal courses run ”' 
in this country only sixty-three (meetings) 
were deemed worthy of publication in what 
was then the official organ of the sport for 
Great Britam and Ireland. In all there were, 
‘in that season, seventy days’ coursing, for 
there were three days at the Irish Cup and 
two each at Newtownards, Clonmel and Kil- 
shieelan, Greenane, Listowel and Westmeath. 
Ouly two meetings were held during the 
jivistmas holidays—Cloneen, Co. Tipperary,

and Tralee. Compare that with the list for 
this season and you will realise the extent 
of the development of the sport under the 
management of the I.C.C. From the season’s 


list, for One cause or another, several clubs 
disappeared, but the first issue of fixtures by 
tie LCC, provided for 155 days’ coursing in 
Ireland, and instead of the two meetings 
formerly held at Christmas-time we have now 
nineteen ! .

TWENTY-SIX YEARS AGO 

At Cloneen and Tralee in those compara- 
tively recent times the aggregate entry was 
92; and the stake money came to £62 at 
‘Tralee and £60 at Cloneen. What will the 
entries he like: for the meetings to be held 
this Christmas, beginning on the 27th and 
(in st case of the Kinedom Cup) ending on 
the 28th? 

| take it that there will be thirty-two in 
each ot the ‘Trial Stakes at Tralee, and if 
the other stakes fill, which is probable, the 
entries will tot up to something in the region 
of 130, and that the stake money going with 
the Kingdom Cup alone will verge on £160. 

Until the entries come to hand for the 
meetings during the holidays we can form no 
idea of their dimensions, but I believe it can 
he taken for granted they will run into well 
over one thousand Last season for the fifteen 
meetings at Christmas the total was 1,227, 
Wexford heading the list with 147; then came 
Tralee with 129, Dundalk with 124, and 
Kilkenny with 123. 

These figures prove beyond question the 
wonderful progress of the sport in Ireland 
since the foundation of the Irish Coursing 
Club. 


THE THREE BIG CUPS 


Attention will necessarily centre on the 
three big cup meetings at Tralee, Kilkenny 
and Wexford. The Kingdom Cup is the 
second oldest of the ““minor ” cup fixtures, 
the senior of which is the Tipperary Cup. 
From the first season of its inception it- has 
been one of the outstanding successes of the 
year. 

Ballybeggan Park is one of the finest 
grounds in the country, and over it stretched 
Behenagh and “Ballyrameen, the two local 
dogs who divided the Irish Cup there in 1911- 
1912, both being the property of Mr. J. 
Bailey, who named Behenagh, Ballyrameen 
filling the nomination of another sterling 
Kerry courser, Mr. J. Foley. The cup will 
not come into the picture until the 27th, 
the local stakes filling the bill on the first 
day. Every Kerry courser will be at Tralee 
for the meeting, the prospects for which were 
seldom brighter.

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F it maintains the progress it is making 
at present, table tennis will unguestion- 
ably become the most popular and wide- 

spread indoor game in Ireland; even as it 
is, it may almost claim that distinction now. 
There are 2,000 players registered in Dublin 
alone; they play in five leagues, of which 
the Leinster Leagus, which has the highest 
standard of play, has 150 teams, an advance 
of twenty on last season 

The manner in which the game is sweeping 
through the country districts is just as re- 
markable. Dundalk and district has eight 
clubs, Drogheda and district ten, Co. Kildare 
six, Co. Wexford four. In Munster there 
are three divisions, North, South and East, 
all with their own league: and Cork, 
Limerick and Waterford can boast about 200 
players each. 

In these days, when pennies have to be 
counted, the cost of table tennis is negligible, 
which is certainly a most attractive feature ; 
but apart from that, it is a really excellent 
game, calling for exceptional quickness of 
eye and movement, and requiring such 
stamina in its highest flights that few 
players can remain in national championships 
after the age of twenty-seven or twenty- 
eight. That may sound an exaggeration, but 
those people who were fortunate enough to 
see the world’s greatest players—Bergmann, 
“ana, Barna and Liebster—in Dublin some 
two or three years ago will, I feel sure, agree 
with that statement.

troduction of a lighter ball and rubber-faced 
rackets changed all that, as well as the 
realisation that plenty of room was essential 
to the proper playing of the greatly increased 
variety of shots. The game is firmly en- 
trenched now in almost every country in. the 
world, and even if the general level here 
will never reach that shown in, let us say, 
Hungary or Austria, we should be capable of 
turning out some very fine players. 

As it is, the leading man in Ireland, 
Cyril Kemp, is, in his shot production and 
range of attacking strokes, nearly up to the 
standard of the renowned Continental players. 
Naturally HE he lacks the concentration 
and defensive ability of those who beíore the 
war travelled írom one country to another 
playing in championships and giving exhibi- 
tions and coaching. | 

There are no amateurs or professionals 
in table tennis, simply “ players,” and any- 
one who makes his living “om the game is 
not debarred from any competition, which 
seems to me to be oxtremely sensible. 


AN ATTACKER 


Kemp is essentially an attacker, and, as 
in his other games, oes tennis and squash 
rackets, he ii a delightfully free and 
natural style. He has won the Irish singles 
championship on several occasions, and has 
for years—he came to the front in his early 
‘teens—led the Irish team with distinction. 
His chief rival is H. 8. Carlile, who has 
beaten him once or twice in championships 
in the course of the last couple of seasons, 
and last week there was a big surprise, 
eighteen-years-old H. Thuillier deiediing the 
champion in the semi-final of the East of Ire- 
land singles at Norwood. In the final, how- 
ever, Carlile proved too wily for the new- 
comer. Still, Thuillier’s win is a healthy 
sign that Dublin players are not going to let 
Kemp have it all his own way from now 
onwards. 

One important feature of Kemp’s superiority 
over all his rivals over a long period is the 
good example he has always set to the as- 
piring player in concentrating on attack. De- 
fence can become the bugbear of table 
tennis; in fact, it reached such a pitch three 
or four years ago that the International 
Federation had to legislate against stone- 
wallers who made no attempt at anything 
except passive resistance, by setting a time- 
limit on matches in championships. With 
Kemp’s example in front of them it is to be 
hoped that the rising generation will adopt 
the bold policy of going out for their shots, 
though I hear that Thuillier’s main strength 
at present lies in defence.

(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, THE PRESI- 
DENT OF THE HIGH COURT, AND 
MR. JUSTICE HANNA). 


In the Court of Criminal Appeal an appli- 
cation was brought on behalf of Daniel 
Doherty, farmer, Blacklands, Malin Head, 
County Donegal, for leave to appeal from 
his conviction at the Central Criminal Court 
of having murdered his second cousin, Hannah 
Margaret -Doherty, Midleton, Malin Head, 
on April 19 last. ee 

The ground of the application was that 
the verdict of the jury was against the 
weight of evidence on the question of 
Doherty’s sanity at the time of the commis- 
sion of the crime 

Mr. P. J. Roe, K.C., and Mr. Michael 
McGilligan (instructed by Mr. Charles 
McCormick) appeared for Doherty, and Mr. 
Joseph A. McCarthy. K.C., and Mr. GC. D. 
Murnaghan (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) for the Attorney-General. 

Opening the application, Mr. Roe said that 
he hoped to satisfy the Court that there was 
substantial ground tu justify them in taking 
the course provided in Section 35 of the 
Courts of Justice Act of quashing the con- 
viction on it appearing to them that Doherty 
was insane at the time of the commission of 
the crime, so as not to be responsible for his 
action. He submitted that there was such 
preponderance of evidence of insanity as to 
justify the Court in quashing the conviction. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that the jury had 
had to consider not only the medical evi- 
dence, but a series of acts of the accused 
man, and weigh that series of acts against 
the opinion of the doctors. That Court 
could not act solely on the evidence of the 
doctors on the assumption that what the 
doctors said was the gospel truth. 

Mr.. Roe said that on this question of 
sanity the Court would have to consider the 
nature of the evidence as a whole. 

Having dealt at length with the medical 
evidence that had been given at the trial, 
Mr. Roe said thac he intended to read the 
charge ot the trial judge to the jury. 

Chief Justice—There is no complaint against 
the judge’s charge? 

Mr. lioe—No; I suggest that if the jury 
had followed his charge there would have 
been a different verdict. 

The further hearing was adjourned antil 
to-day. 


ROSCOMMON HABEAS 
CORPUS CASE 


IMMEDIATE RELEASE 
ORDERED 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE GAVAN DUFFY.) 


An order of habeas corpus was granted 
directing the release from Sligo jail of James 
Gildea, publican and grocer,  Corlara, 
Drumsna, County Roscommon, who had been 
committed for contempt of an Order of the 
Bankruptcy Court. 

It appeared that Gildea had been detained 
in Sligo jail since 4th instant); on an Order 
of July 7 of last year, issued on July, 24 of 
the same year, directing his committal to 
Mountjoy. 

It was submitted on behalf of Mr. Gildea 
that the committal order having expired at 
the end of twelve months, and not having 
been renewed before execution, there was no 
authority for his detention; and that, as the 
Order had directed that Gildea should be 
lodged in Mountjoy, he had been wrongfully 
lodged in Sligo. 

For the Governor of Sligo jail it was sub- 
mitted that the rule requiring a writ of 
execution to be renewed at the end of twelve 
months, while applicable in the case of 
attachment, did not apply to a warrant for 
committal, the Rules of Court,.it was argued, 
drawing a clear distinction between the two. 

Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy said that it was 
manifest that to hold a committal order 
unexecuted over the head of a bankrupt for 
more than sixteen months was a procedure 
liable to grave abuse, and it was questionable 
whether such delay im effecting arrest was 
consonant with the administration of justice 
when the arrest was made for contempt of 
court.

FEIS CEOIL 


NEXT YEAR'S SYLLABUS 


The Feis Ceoil, the great Irish mmusical 
festival, has been fixed for the week begin- 
ning 12th May next, and the syllabus now 
is available for all interested. In addition 
to the usual competitions, there are several 
new events which also should prove very in- 
teresting. Notable is the introduction of 
new classes in the national music section. 
These include girls’ vocal trio, mixed voice 
quartet, and solo singing in Irish for soprano, 
mezzo-soprano and contralto, tenor, bass and 
baritone voices. 

The Stanford Prize (presented by Madame 
Coslett Heller and some subscribers in 
memory of the great Irish composer) is being 
awarded at this festival for mixed vocal 
quartets, the test being from Stanford’s set- 
ting of ‘‘ The Princess.’’ This should attract 
a keen entry. 

With a view to encouraging the wider 
practice of chamber music, the Feis Com- 
mittee are also including next year a com- 
petition for piano and string quartet, the 
test being Schumann’s Quartet in EF 
flat, Op. 47. In addition, there will 
be the usual events for string quartet, 
instrumental trio, string orchestra, etc. 
It is to be hoped that there will be a 
ge entry for the viola class, in view of the 
act, that Mr. Lionel Tertis, who is such a 
master of that instrument, will be adjudi- 
cating in the strings. Other adjudicators 
will be: Vocal, Mr. George Dodds and Mr. 
Herbert Howells; pianoforte, Mr. Gerald 
Moore and Mr. Herbert Fryer; organ and
